“Unto  the  Jews  there  was  great  light  and  joy  and  honor.” 


•  A-YEHUDIM  HAYETA  ORA 
I  V'SIMHA  V'SASSON  VI-KAR. 

Mm  (Esther  8: 1 6)  These  words  which 
appear  towards  the  end  of  the  Book 
of  Esther  describe  the  great  exaltation 
of  the  Jews  of  Shushan  following 
Mordechai  and 
Esther’s  triumph 
over  the  wicked  designs  of  Haman.  They 
are  recited  at  the  conclusion  of  every 
Shabbat  as  part  of  the  Havdalah  service.  In 
many  ways,  this  verse  embodies  the  hopes 
of  generations  of  Diaspora  Jews  -  to  live 
peacefully,  proudly  and  joyfully  as  a  light 
unto  nations. 

Of  all  the  Jewish  holidays,  the  themes 
of  Purim  speak  most  readily  to  Diaspora 
Jewry.  While  we  are  grateful  that 
contemporary  Jewry  does  not  suffer  from 
Haman-like  anti  Semitism,  the  balancing 
act  of  being  a  Diaspora  Jew  remains  a 
delicate  one.  How  do  we  remain  a  distinct, 
particular  and  proud  people,  all  the  while 
embracing  the  broader  humanity  of  which  we  are  part?  Like  the 
Jews  of  Shushan,  we  are  full  participants  in  civic  culture,  yet 
ever  aware  of  the  tug  of  Israel  on  our  souls.  The  challenges  felt 
by  the  Jews  of  Esther  and  Mordechai ’s  generation  are  in  many 
respects  the  same  challenges  we  face  today. 

More  than  any  other  institution,  the  Jewish  Agency  for  Israel 
(JAFI)  is  best  positioned  to  address  the  pressing  concerns  and 
opportunities  facing  the  Jewish  people.  For  over  80  years,  JAFI 


has  worked  to  secure  the  Jewish  future  by  creating  a  connected, 
committed,  global  Jewish  people  with  a  strong  Israel  at  its 
center.  Having  re-invented  itself  time  and  again  from  its  earlier 
mission  of  aliyah  and  absorption,  JAFI  now  seeks  to  strengthen 
the  identity  of  young  Jews  in  both  Israel  and  the  Diaspora.  This 
past  summer  I  witnessed  their  efforts  firsthand  in  Jewish  summer 

camps  in  the  Former  Soviet  Union.  I 
have  come  to  see  how  they  serve  as  the 
central  table  for  conversations  about 
what  it  means  to  be  a  builder  of  a  vital 
Jewish  future. 

It  is  thus  altogether  appropriate 
that  during  this  month  of  Purim  we 
welcome  into  our  community  Natan 
Sharansky,  the  chairman  of  the  Jewish 
Agency.  Beyond  his  iconic  status  as  a 
Prisoner  of  Zion  and  Soviet  dissident,  as 
Chairman  of  JAFI  Sharansky  is  leading 
the  conversation  about  what  it  means  to 
be  part  of  the  Jewish  people  today.  It  is 
a  distinct  honor  to  welcome  him  into  our 
community.  I  hope  that  each  and  every 
member  of  our  congregational  family 
is  able  to  be  present  to  hear  him  share  his  vision  of  the  Jewish 
agenda  today. 

“Unto  the  Jews  there  was  great  light  and  joy  and  honor  -  so 
may  it  be  with  us!”  In  celebrating  Purim  (see  page  14)  and 
welcoming  Natan  Sharansky  (see  page  8)  we  commit  ourselves 
to  the  mission  of  the  Jewish  people,  in  bygone  days,  in  the 
present  and  in  the  very  bright  Jewish  future.

Purim  Masks 


PURIM  IS  A  HOLIDAY  OF 

MASKS,  a  day  when  we  conceal 
our  identity  and  pretend  to  be 
something  we’re  not.  From  cowboys 
to  princesses,  athletes  to  firefighters,  or 
even  simply  wearing  a  funny  hat,  we  all 
don  our  Purim  “masks”  to  celebrate  this 
joyous  holiday. 

In  the  Book  of  Esther,  however,  we  discover  a  very  different 
kind  of  mask  -  not  the  mask  that  we  put  on  voluntarily,  rather 
the  mask  that  others  put  on  us  when  -  blinded  by  hatred  and 
stereotyping  -  they  don’t  see  who  we  really  are.  The  narrative 
opens  with  fear  of  women,  closely  followed  by  anti-Semitism. 
When  Queen  Vashti  refuses  the  King’s  summons  to  appear  as 
a  sex  object,  her  response  is  perceived  as  a  global  war  between 
the  sexes:  “the  queen’s  behavior  will  make  all  wives  despise 
their  husbands...”  (Esther  1:17)  Similarly,  Haman’s  extreme 
displeasure  with  Mordecai  is  transformed  into  hatred  of  all  Jews: 
“when  Hainan  saw  that  Mordecai  would  not  kneel... [he]  was 
filled  with  rage.  Having  been  told  who  Mordecai’s  people  were, 
Haman  plotted  to  do  away  with  all  the  Jews...”  (Esther  3:5-6) 
Haman,  familiar  with  Ahashverosh’s  paranoia,  incites  him  to  rid 
his  kingdom  of  a  defiant  people.  Only  after  sobriety  and  reason 


set  in,  are  the  masks  are  removed,  so  to  speak,  and  Ahashverosh 
shows  compassion  and  tempered  judgment. 

What  stereotypes  do  we  have?  As  Jews,  we  have  been  the 
victims  of  stereotyping  for  centuries,  even  millennia.  Are  we 
now  guilty  of  projecting  masks  on  others,  so  that  we  don’t  see 
them?  Are  our  fears  and  anger  justified?  What  would  it  take  for 
us  to  remove  the  masks  that  let  us  treat  other  people  as  blank 
faces  instead  of  as  individuals? 

In  the  Megillah,  there  is  a  glimmer  of  hope  at  the  moment 
when  Ahashverosh  condemns  Haman  and  saves  the  Jews  from 
destruction.  But  salvation  comes  at  a  cost.  The  conflict  in  which 
the  face  of  the  other  is  replaced  by  a  mask  continues,  and  much 
blood  is  spilled. 

Paradoxically,  Purim  offers  a  taste  of  the  ultimate  redemption. 
The  tipsiness  of  Purim  inhibits  our  ability  to  distinguish  between 
different  people  based  on  gender,  religion,  race,  or  ethnic  group. 
It  does  not  allow  us  to  distinguish  between  “the  good  guys” 
and  “the  bad  guys.”  Purim  gives  us  a  glimpse  into  a  world  in 
which  we  will  not  be  a  threat  to  each  other,  but  will  be  peaceful, 
complementary  opposites.  On  Purim  the  anarchical  power  of 
laughter  prevails,  breaking  through  the  boundaries  toward  a 
world  of  justice,  truth,  and  peace.

Natan  Sharansky 

Tuesday  |  March  13  |  7:00  pm 

NATAN  SHARANSKY  has  been  an  internationally  recognized 
leader  in  the  human  rights  movement  for  over  three  decades. 
He  first  came  to  attention  after  he  was  imprisoned  in 
the  Soviet  Union  for  nine  years  on  allegations  of  having 
collaborated  with  the  CIA.  Released  in  1986  owing  to  intense 
international  pressure,  he  immediately  emigrated  to  Israel 
where  he  became  active  in  the  integration  of  Soviet  Jews. 

In  1994,  he  co-founded  Peace  Watch,  an  independent  non¬ 
partisan  group  committed  to  monitoring  the  compliance  to 
agreements  signed  by  Israel  and  the  PLO.  In  1996,  Sharansky 
founded  the  political  party  Yisrael  B  'Aliya,  meaning  both 
“Israel  on  the  Rise”  and  “Israel  for  Immigration.”  From 
1996-2005,  Sharansky  served  as  Minister  as  well  as  Deputy 
Prime  Minister  in  all  of  the  successive  governments.  In 
November  2006  he  resigned  from  the  Knesset  and  assumed 
the  position  of  Chairman  of  the  newly-established  Adelson 
Institute  for  Strategic  Studies  of  the  Shalem  Center  in 
Jerusalem.  In  June  2009  Sharansky  was  appointed  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  of  the  Jewish  Agency  for  Israel.  Mr. 
Sharansky  has  written  Defending  Identity:  Its  Indispensable 
Role  in  Protecting  Democracy,  The  Case  for  Democracy:  The 
Power  of  Freedom  to  Overcome  Tyranny  and  Terror  and  a 
memoir,  Fear  No  Evil.
